that will address the needs of the African American community; and

The City Manager is directed to identify areas within the upcoming fiscal year

2008-2009 budget to conduct facilitated community discussions of the

Hispanic/Latino quality of life issues in Austin; develop strategies to address the

findings coming out of a Community Scorecard and the discussions; and report

back to Council with recommendations incorporating key strategies in the City's

overall economic development program.
